jo the coal yard of William Taylor. The bulld-
Yo was of frame, and contained at the time, in
addition to harness and other goods, two horzea
that perisked in the Hames, though all efforts
were made to save them.

On the south of the stable burued was annther,
ocenpled by Cummings & Taylor which, how-
ever, escaped without damage.

On the porth was a stable, also attached to
the'ceal-vard of Fraocis J. Owt, whose oflice is
ot the corner of Ninth and Wallace streets,
Though the flames communicated to the cor-
mice, they were extinguished before any serious
damage was done to that portion.

On the west side of Elliz street is a row of
three-story houses, and such was the fury wilh
which tho flames burned for s time that only the
most etrenuous endeavors of the firemen pre-
vented o disastrous conflugration, the lnmates
belog obliged to leave them in hot haste.

The losa sustalned by Mr, Taylor is estimated
st abont $1000, the horses burned being valued
at about €300 —partially covered by insurance.
The adjoining property suffered but little, ex-
«copt In the way of a good scorching. The fire
was evidently the work of an incendiary, and
w111 be investigated.

The history of the efforts for the opening of
Fifteenth street which for the past deeads
have been put torward 12 one of contem ptuons
ingratitude on the part of this closs corporation.
Cloge it is. It has enriched itsell in the traflie
of our city, bas had great municipal favors
shown it, aod has monopolized eutire streets
to the detriment of the public and the deprecin-
tion of property. Before this company settled
Iteelf where it now is, Fifteonth streel was nol
only lnld down npon the plan of the elty, bhut
was curbed aud rendy to be opeuned; and as an
acknowledgment that it soun would be opened
the present depot was built to suit the location,
when the thoronghfare was given over to panlie
uee. DBul having raised its depot and enrried i
fences on elther side of it np to Sisteenth
glrect, the corporation torned a deal ear to the
appeals that its embargo ol the street might be
raised, boldiog to the pernicions old saving,
always resorted {o in the defense of an unjust
occupaney:—

“Possession 18 nine points of the law,”

A8 eurly as 1562 the Leglslature passed an act
requiring the opening of the street, and ap-
pointed o commission of three geptlemen Lo
exccute the law, but this they falled to do: for
when it come to the question of damages Coun-
cils refuged to make the appropriation to pay
them, and thus killed the lmprovement in ics
infancy, Since then the Legisiature has been
requested to pass compulsory acts, bat the com-
“mny plways eucceeded in staving off such legis-
ation, Commitiees of Conueils have at variouns
thines been appointed Lo consult with the otlicers
of the road relative to the much-needed opening
of this important thoronghfare, but wkat, in the
light of modern municipal legislation, 1s not ut
all to be wondered at, the arcuments of the
company alwayvs proved a lillls stronger than
those of the people; and whenever the suhject
arcee in debate It was a standing joke to ask a
member who opposed the opening: —*When he
got his pass?”  Finally, in 1880, after a spirited
campalegn on the part of the people, Couneils
passed an ordinance authorizing the street to be
opened in 1872,

Here, then, I8 a great section of the city, well
favored by pature ro be made beantiful and
valunble, et off from direct communication on
the line of an Important thoroughfare, in order
that a wealthy corporation might occupy publie
property, not by any right but {rom sufierance
as o standing gronnd for dead rolling-stoek and
rubbish. Had it not been for this obstraction,
the thoronghfare in question would have been
built vp & wile beyoud its present terminus: a
mseepger rallway would bave gone its entire
ength; and its natural advantages, conpled with
an easy accessibility to the centre of the eity,
wauld bave jovited enterprise and capital in
that direction. ‘I'bhat section of HBroad street
lying below Washington avenue, with its
attractive bounlevard, would have been lined
with fine edifices, nud rendered even more beau-
tiful as a promenpade than North Broad street,
with the same outlay of money; while the pro-
perty of the road itself, instead of suffering any
deprecintion 1n value, would have been greatly
enbanced, in commeon with that adjncent to i,
and all by an improvement which could have
cost the company the only Inconvenience of re-
moving the fences, eome old tracks, aod a brace
of rickety frame sheds. Such a short-sighted,
nig@ardly policy can be accounted for upon no
olher ground thap a de=picable principle which
prompis some people to abstain from doing any
service that may eorich their nelghbors, even
though it may proportionately enrich them-
selves—a prineiple that deserves, and nondoubt-
edly recelves, the heacly contempt of all seusible
people.

It is estimated by buildera and othera eompe-
teut to judge, that this obstruction of Fifteeuth
streel hos eaused a standing depreciation in the
valse of the property south of Washington
avenue of 15 per eeut.
